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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claimed invention is not adequately 
described or enabled. Neither the specification nor the prior art describe nucleic acid sequences encoding proteins whose expression 
would inhibit farnesyltransferase in a plant transformed therewith, i.e. inhibitors of farnesyltransferase that would function to inhibit 
farnesyltransferase in a plant upon expression in vivo. Further, the specification does not provide guidance with respect to the nature and 
identity of the farnesyltransferase inhibitors that would be encoded by the nucleic acid sequence of the expression cassette, or how to 
express the inhibitors in a manner that would confer a useful phenotype on a plant transformed therewith. Such guidance is necessary 
because the effect of expressing a nucleic acid encoding a farnesyltransferase inhibitor in a plant is unpredictable. 
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
